There is no 
landing field but occasionally the AIDA airlines PBI-type plane lands in 
the nearby Rio Caqueta: LaPedrera has a customs official, three policemen 
and about eight houses. There is also a Capuchin mission and school for 
Indian children . 


c. Indians along the Rfo Piraparanf (00C>10 »s/70°26*W) have had little contact 
with white men and have killed more than ten white rubber scouts in the 
past 15 years. They are friendly if not molested.
